About four DiiinH up thu Hig Oinon, 
John Furbubb and t^p eompauion.s 
Lavo been living in a cabin • built ea- 
pooially to «hed off iivnhincheK.

Not until ten days ago did anything 
occur to lariii tho dwellers in the 
cabin. Tho Htiows had boon accunuilat- 
iiig rapidly, but ati th(! weather nuuaiu- 
ed Hleady thoy iiianifeMted no disposi- 
tion to slip down. When the sun catne 
ont warm the other day John looked 
unxiouslv up the canijii. There wa.s 
not le.HH than a thousnnd ton.s of wnow 
above him, aa near aa ho could iigiiro it 
Hnd he calculated that a good ahare of 
it would bii down hia, nay before lonj;. 
15e Hcrnped ,t)^e roqf and got every thing 
in ship Bbapet' .,„,\yhile he and hia men 
weni eating dinnpr a couplo of davH 
lator a tromoiidous roar, craali, and 
runiblo wore heard, nnrl all tliret- in 
Ijoluiitarily roai; to their feet alinoHl 
iipccchleHS.

and disaolve. ObjiMits generally regard 
ed as aul)sl:inLi;d. I he mighty bolder anil 
rock. rooted tree.s, app.-iren tly aH.'-uiiifil 
a liquid form, and, uiiiigiing w it h the 
snows, iippearrd like a iniiji-stie river 
in mil swee|», its waves tia.shing high 
in the iiir. The sound was as of a tcin- 
pist, and the very enrth trembled. 
Ni'il her of the men .spuke iiiitil ihr

'I'liey retr.ici'd their stops far enough 
to convince tneiuai!! ve.s that tho cnbiii 
had di.sappeared. The whole yci)iie hail 
changed. VVliere the .sb.'If had li.vn 
built with .sueb care, iioiliiiig was iinw

'WoUeluy'N Failure. 

Quito in proportion to the great ex- 
pectations that had been raised before^ 
lie set out on the ill starn-d e.xpeilition 
the Nile, is the di.Mappointnaenl that 
ia felt over the failure-for a great fail- 
ure the expedition has proved, and 
aerioualy damaging to I>ord VVolsftley's 
military reputniion. There is now no 
doubt that should a charge of goverti- 
nioiit occur in I'jii^land .shortly, Wol- 
seley would bo superceded in hia coin 
mand by (Jeneral Kol)er;s. And there 
are many who believe that, with (ien- 
eral lioberts in coniniaiid, the rslief 
expedition would bavo gone forward 
by way of Suskin, that tiordon would 
liAvo boon rehcucd, Khartoum saved 
from falling, and the Mahdi now been 
"ainnshed." 

As e.xpresainga pretty general opin- 
ion that Wolseley has aeriously failed 
in both his plans and exe.:ution of the 
latest Egyptian campaign, wa qnolo a 
paARftgc from tho Now York .Sun: — 

Tho more closely his Soudan [n-rfurrn. 
anco is exainiiicd the more iut-xciiHabir 
it looks. Ho came to Cairo in fbe narly 
[lart of September, invested with the 
powers of a virtual dictator. His in 
iluence at the War OlBce and tlorao 
(jtuards was auprrmie, and ho had carle 
blanche as to drafts of men and monev. 
lie had at hiti diapos.ll all thn infor- 
tnation obtainable ri'gardliig .Soinhmese 
liipography from the highest Uritish 
and native authorities.

11 e (dio.ne liihi own route and he 
took hi.s owntimi^ to traverse it About 
six months have elapsed ainco ho land 
ed in Egypt, and the fiueation now 
arises, wliat has hi; done with his limit- 
leas resourc(!,s aii.i his apleiidid nppor- 
tuuityl (jorden is di^ad, fChartoum has 
fallen, (ion. HeLwarL aud Ui;a. Earlo 
huTe boon sacrificed in vain, andWolse- 
loy hiniseltj-. a|)jurihg» all thoughts of 
aggression and recalling his'- advanced 
detacbinen^sf is anxiously debating how 
far ho ought to faM back for safety. 
Tho vaunted rescuer of Gordon is now 
waiting to ho rescued; and it is the 
(inal stigma on hia strategy that bis 
deliverance must come by — tUf). rout-e 
which he rejected and proclaiined"--im- 
practicablo. When AVolseley's soldicra, 
huddled behind their earthworks at 
Korti or at Dobbeh, aro at last relievi

In England I hero are a 
nuiiiLier of such farms, some of them 
having as high as 1,000 goese. The 
.'Vmericun one ia of much larger pro- 
])ortioiia, as its flocks nuiiilier in the 
neighViorhood of .'sUdD hini.s. 

! n certMi IL textile brandies of trade 
Lin- down and ft-iit hers of geese ani the 
main raw iimteral.s. The manufacture 
i>f tine quilts and tho preparation of 
certain articlea of dress utilize tho down, 
and ill cheapiT gravies of goods lho 
younger and softer ffatherw are used in 
the W!iy of tidiilteratioii. The Inrege 
and strong feathorsof the tails and 
wings go mainly into tlio <iiiill ptms 
Used by professional engrosaera, law- 
yers, clergviiien, authors, and others. 
These are too tough for iiuioh uao in 
tlu; te.xtih.i produetioiiH noted above. 

T'h(! A nierican farm is (h>voted ex- 
clusively to proiiiuMiig the raw iiiator- 
iala needed for the tine down ({uilts. 
Several species of geese aro bred, all of 
them being, however, of American lino- 
age. Tho apecimens are the swan geoae, 
and tho plumage of all is of siiovry 
whiteness. The birda are riigiilarly fed 
with corn and other grains and am giv- 
en the utmost freedom consistent with 
ihc. prevention of straying and loss. In 
cotiseijuencH men are employed as 
herders to keep a watchful eyn on their , 
charges, yiieds for shelter aro provid- 
ed in case of iucleinont or espunially 
severe weather, but the birds rarely use 
tliom. 

About every six weeks the plucking 
takes place. Only the breast and por 
tionsof tho sidss are touched, the 
feathers of the back, tho wings and 
the tail btdng left intact. In riKpiires 
nearly 100 average geese to furui.-ih a 
pound of down, I hough tho small 
feathora, which are al.io taken, weigh 
much lieavior. These feathers, how- 
ever, form an on liroly separate grade of 
product ttom tho voloable down. 

Tho average life of a goose is aaid to 
lie about forty years, and they jiroduce 
from six to ten eggs per aiium, a largo 
proportion of which are hatched A 
bird hatched in Fol)ruary i.i in condition 
for plucking tho ioUoy>\ng August, and 
so on thereafter ovary six or eight 
weeks. Tho ff;atliers are packed in 
sacks and sent ton Philadelphia factory , 
where thev are triiiimid, waahnil, steam- 
ed, and olIiiTwise [irupared for their 
nltiiiiaio uses. In adtiltcrntiiig the 
tlntfy down for the cheaper grath^s of 
goods the feathers aro chopped up line 
and then mingled with lho moro valu- 
able material. So ]-)racticBd are some 
iiianufaeturrra that it requires an ex- 
jierL to (listiiigu ish between the grades. 
The local factory, which is tho o. ly 
one of pmminnnco in the country, 
makes nothing but the finer goods. 
Heretofore the down and feathers aaed 
in American markots have boon import 
ed.

JiV THE OABimST. 

Since th(i-^1»lotuent'of Mr. Drake the 
largu, irnportnnt and growing constituency 
of Victoriaj,Cit^ haa boon without a re- 
preiteutative in tho miniatry. With some 
who were otherwise favorably disposed 
towards a trovoruniL'nt whose policy him 
di)iii) ao iiiiicii to advuncu tho inaturliil iii- 
teroata of tiie country thia has weij^hed as 
a surioua objection. While there has 
boon no Ui^k of public coiijdeueo in tho 
innii.itry it h a been full that at times 
quoHliunH witli ,'Ln iin|jortaut bearing on 
the preaoiit and future of the provincial 
metropolis might at uny tiuio arise when 
the fact of there nut being ti Victorian in 
the cabinet would operate to the disad- 
vantage of tlii.s cunstituency. Knowin<{ 
the ministry an well aa wo do, and haviuj^ 
closely wittclieil I hoir course, wo have not 
the alightLHt. hu.ti'ation in saying that we 
know thi)»e fears wero <>roundleus. 
^'l!VortllnlesH, (hilt they oxiatoil cannot bo 
detiied, and it has been an open secret fur 
aonu) tiino that witli the object of mooting 
tho objection it was the intention of tlie 
premier at aa-eariy u day as pr;'cticablo to 
fill tho vacant seat by calling upon a Vic- 
toria iiiuuiher to join hiru. There 'waa 
another — but, of courBO, a minor consider- 
aliuu — which, added to that already stat- 
ed, decided tlie premier to take a course 
which has been aln«ady foreshadowed in 
these coluniuB. Th changed condition of 
uflairs — the groat and unexpected and 
gratifying change that has come over tho 
country since the present min- 
istry took otiice — haa lari^ely added to tho 
ministerial responaibilitics and labor; and 
it wan fell that tho provincial secretary — 
wlio for two years has ably discharged, in 
addition to tho duliea that pertain to tho 
secretaryship, those of minister of finance 
and minister of agriculture, waa entitled 
to relief. In fact, the multifarious duties 
have latterly become so ouerous.in all tho 
dopartmohts aa to render an addition to 
the cabinet atrength imperative. Under 
these circumstanceB, then, — first, with a 
view to fltrongthen Victoria confidonco in 
tho good intentiiina of the government; 
and second, to lighten the labors of the 
three ministers, it waa decided to invito 
Mr. SiMKON Duck, tliird mombor for tho 
city, into the ministry. Mr. Duck was 
elected aa an iiidopendout member; and 
his vote haa always been cast independ- 
ently and intelligently. In tho main 
points of their policy he haa sustained tlio 
government. He supported their dry- 
duck and Island railway policy, and voted 
for that great aiid atalosmanlike measure 
the Settlement Bill. In the session that haa 
just come to a close Mr. Duck sustained 
tile Uoal Harbor policy of tho govern- 
ment and stood niniifully at tlioir side 
when the squatters and their friends de- 
manded "tho lands or their lives." Mr. 
Duck is eMaeiitially a aolf-inado and al- 
most a self educated man. He has worked 
his way ui)\viird from very small becjin- 
nin^a. l;lo is a |.;ood debater, and im- 
presses all who liear him with a belief in 
the sincerity of his convictions and 
honesty of purpose. Tho new minister 
will Btar.d for re-election, and we feel 
oontident that if opposed — which is ex ■ 
trenieiy doubtful — he will be returned by 
a very large majority. The greatest com- 
pliment the city could pay him and tho 
ministry would be to re-elect Mr. Duck by 
acclamation. 

LORD LOHNR ON THE WAR. 

Since hi.s return from Canada Lord 
Lurne has taken an active intorosc in the 
alfairs of the empire, and though some of 
his schemes In regard to the coli>niea aro 
nut rtili.slie(l by his former Canadian suti- 
ject.s, yet Iub (jpinions on general alTuirs, 
a.'i set fortli in hftters to various English 
l)iiblications, display a uiirpriBing amount 
of common sense as well an considerable 
iiisi^iit into tho management of public 
Alfairs. A shdrt time ago Lord Lurne 
wrote to the Pall Mall Gazette protesting 
iit;aii).it the sending oi a British army tu 
Khartoum with the object of "smashing 
tile Malidi." He tiirowa out tho sugges- 
tion that, loot; before the IJrilish troo|).i 
may reach Khartoum, tho False Prophet 
can evacuate it, and retire into the sur- 
rounding deserts, whore he will bo inac- 
cessible. What will Britain accomplish 
slunild ho i)urHue these tactics? Prac- 
ticaily nothi/i^'. Ivhartnuin is not neces- 
siiry to i']L;ypt. The Nile wiil rise as be- 
fore, whether a Soudiuicso or an El^'yptian 
gc)V(!riiniont have rule, and any trade can 
bo stimulated whichever flag llion. Brit- 
ain's business with Egypt is only in it:; re- 
lation to hor Indian highway, and to 
guard this her poboy need not career 
al>oiit llie interior of Africa like a mad 
dromediir-y. The aliive trade can be 
hindered as before by British cruisers. 
The Marquis adds: 

"Wa want all tho troops we possess for 
Egypt, for India and for a home reserve. 
Lot us give Osman Dignia another lesson, 
and if present military o.\igenciea demand 
it let ua lay the railway to ]5erber. Lot 
us take up tho ixiaition on the Nilo 
judged best by Lord Wolaeloy ao that 
wo may eflectually bar any advance of tho 
Mahdi on Upper ICi^'ypt. But lot us think 
once, twice and thrice before wo waste 
our atrungtli and play our enemies' game 
by placing our troops where thoy may bo 
reduced \>y sunstroke and fever, and be- 
coino a uaeloas garrison, striking only ro- 
sultless blows at a bravo enoiuy who de- 
sire to see us dance to his music. Wo 
have much reason to guard those poBaea- 
fliona which it pays us to keep. In tho 
Soudau wo shall dig holes in the sand, to 
be filled by tlio lirat drift. We liavo 
enemies elaev/hero who will be glad of any 
opportunity to stab m in the back while 
we are hitting out in the air in front. Wo 
have 'avenged' Gordon by the death of 
flomo 5,000 Arabs. Lot us !<ill JJO.OOO 
more if thoy advance beyond the Ijiwits 
wo assign thorn, but loavo them alone if 
tliey do not. 'On to Khortoum' waa a 



good cry when wo had Gordon to reaciie, 
hut few like it now, as it vvi)uld be tho 
verdict Quisotry to • believe tho Mahdi'a 
iiiQuonce caa;be "sniaahed," only at Khar- 
toum." 

Kecent events seem to prove that Lord 
Lome's ideas were correct. The British 
under Graham are going to make away 
with Osman Diijma and if Lord Lome's 
plan wero adopted by SVcdseU'y it could 
not foil to bo successful. El Mahdi has 
aniioiincod that ho will take Cairo and if 
he fails tokeephia word his reputation tor 
infallibility-will -be lost and his intlacnce 
gone. If Gen. Wolseley took oj) hin po- 
sition on tho Nile he would not b.ive loii^' 
to wait fur an action with (ho Malnli, 
whose troops are already he^inniu;; to 
Buffer for want of food. In kucIi a situ- 
ation victory for tho English would bo 
easily obtained, but if tho plan is carried 
out of marching againat Khartoum in the 
autumn, tho warfare in the desert will bo 
a tedious affair and will bo attoiulod 
with much unnecessary bloodshed.

"The Christianity of the mass is a 
vapid, tasteless thing, and of no use to 
anyone. " 

"There would be no one so unwelcome 
to comu and reside in tliis world as our 
Savior while the world is in the state it 
now is. lie would be dead a;,'ain8t nearly 
all our pur.suits, and be alto;^i'ther oi/fn.'. " 

"You can form aonie idea of what 
Christ was like. Do you know any sini^lo 
one of Ilia pretendeil sncceiiai irs, cluriiy 
men or dissenters, who aio like liiiii ? 
Pure religion and uiiiloli li-.l , to visit tlio 
poor and altlicted, and tu kee[i uii.sij'>iti:d 
from the wurld. Tell me one you kn -w 
who professes to teach ynu, who iIi.l-s 
thin." 

"Nothing can be more alijoct aiul oii.« 
erable than the usual coiiee[)tioii I'f Cod," 

" Wo credit God with attributes vvhicli 
aru utterly hateful to the meanest of 
men." 

Gordon felt that there waa a wide ililfor-

exinted, and that also in the time of oiir 
pre-oxistenco we woreactivoly euiidnyed. " 
Similarly he believed we should be actii.! 
ly employed in a future life, and should 
"go on towards perfeutirm, but novur at- 
tain to it. " , 

It seems, almost, that spiritu.-ilists have 
imiro claim to regard him as of their 
belief than the orthodoxy.

EASTKRN STATES. 
TuKNTON, N, J., March Ul. — A large por- 
tion of the eapitol building was burned 
early this nuirning. 'J'lie flames wore ex- 
tinguished after a four hours' light. Tho 
chancery office, conlaiuiiig all tho records of 
the courts, stair deeds, etc., was destroyud. 
Two expliisions were heuril in the ipiarler- 
niastor-general'K ollice, on llio first floor of 
the northwest comer of the slate house this 
morning. The exiilusious were followed by 
flames that shot through the wiiidowa in 
ten miniitcH. Tho ajiartmenta aru in ruius. 
The fhiinea followed a steam pipe to the 
floor above and quickly Hot lire to the ollieo 

of the clerk in ohauoery. From these the 
conflagration extended to the geological 
niuHuuiu, oil the third Hour. In this were 
many valuable state relics, but the most 
valuable had boeu sent to the Now OrlcauH 
exposition a month ago. liattle flags were 
rescued by the hremeii at the risk of their 
lives. Tho awonl and saddle of Oeneral 
Kearney were destroyed. The fire then 
moved back toward the ilome, and il looked 
as though tho sii])renie court-room, the 
(dianeery eonrl-rooiu and the legislative 
ehambers would have to go. Hooks and 
(locum snts wore removed hastily from tho 
olBcoB of the Romptruller of the state treas- 
ury and tho secretary of state. The tiro 
was finally ebockod ,at 7 o'clock, although 
the eugittos aro still playing ou tho ruins, 
in order that acees.H may be had to the 
chaucery vaults, where exeeeilingly valuable 
pajiers relating to thousands of eslaljiH are 
kept. The vaults were not Imrneil but aro 
belii!ved lo bo full of water, which will 
cause almost as much ihiiiinge as the tire. 
l,o,-is will nol fall below .-f Khl.llOil. The 
pari, dciiroyed is the faioulo of the original 
buiUlui^, built in 17'.).">. The portion con- 
laiuiiig the qiiartermaster-generara otlico 
ai(d tho cliauttery ulBce was completely de- 
stroyed; the other departments wore somo- 
what damaged by water. Tho chancery 
and supremo court-rooms and tho senate 
and ns.seinhly chambers roiuain intact, 
'fho entire building is worth S,')llU,(K)0; 
liberally inaured. The explosion in the 
quartermaster's room is thought to have 
been caused by conlined gas, wdiieh soiiie 
way ignited. 

Ho.HTo.v, March 21. — The Continental 
sugar refinery Btore-bonse, south Boston, 
with 10,000 barrels of sugar, was burned 
this morning. The building was opposite 
the Boston' machine works, bnrued last 
night, and tho liro probably started frnui 
sparks lodged in tho roof. Loss, $100,000; 
insurance $75,000. Loss by burning of 
maobiuo works, $250,000; insurance, ^tI20,- 
000.

Forty niik's from Hubinjxl. on tlio taat- 
ern side of tlio Hio Uraude, lie tho rulua 
of a largo .towu now cnlled Gran Quorera. 
Tho fouiuiations. made of stone, are all 
that remuia of the huusos. Tho rooms 
wore generally amall, about 10x14 feet, 
althouf^li a few wero much larger, ^ ami 
wore ovidontly used for religious purposes. 
'1 ho titontu lire not liewu, but are laid up 
ill good slmin-. The liind in tho vicinity 

shows ovidcnco of culUvatloD At many 

places along the liio Grande, the ruius, of- 
these slouu houses cuu bo seen, often no- 
compauied by avideuces of ciiltivatioa of 
the so L • ■'• •• • ' 

Tho houses were always built on a knoll 
or point commanding a viow ofi tl^e sur- 
rounding cpuntry. and where there ware 
many ofthoiu they joined o'nd another so 
that tho whole would form a fort afford- 
ing protection against neighboring 
savages, inmost every water- cowpio and 
hundreds, of gulches and valleys, where 
there is m water contain the ruins of 
these hoas& Atid villages. ' The rock used 
isalwaysmalporte, or a kind of hiird 
sandstone. , A.,larga,h9le;wa8 dug In the 
center of every village, perhaps to hold 
water, but there is no cement in It, and it 
Is more likely that they wore used in re- 
ligious rites. Largo quantities of broken 
pottery are found about these villages, 
and in tho, few places . where excavations 
havo been' made many curious articles 
have been found, and entire skeletons, 
with protuberances two laches in diame- 
ter at tho biiiic of tho skulL Tho Nava- 
joes now, and gonerally ull tho Indians of 
this section, when diajwaing of their dead, 
hide the skulls whore thoy are nover f cuu J 
by Americans. 

Excavations In the Tulorosa valloy havo 
revralcd stone walls to tho depth of bIk 
ffoL Tho samu may bo said of tho I'ocos. 
Tliirty miles nortlieiist of Fort Wingato 
are tlio ruins of one houso built almost 
rciund, of rouf;h sandstona The diam- 
eter wa.s fifty foot One corner of it Is 
now standing no'^-ly (ifty feet high. Logs 
of wood aro pliiccd at intervals ol about 
Bovcn foot, showing thai thore were seven 
Blories. Tho building v is tlvo uiilos 
from a mountain where there la a spring 
of water. (Juito a large valley runs norlli 
from the mountain, but thoro is no water 
ill iL A groat deal of broken pottery Is 
Bc atlorod ovur tho hills near this building, 
which appears to liiivo boeu Iho only one 
in that section. Tea miles south, on tho 
divide, a wagon- load of potritied oysler- 
Bholls could be picked up. That part of 
iNew Me.\ico abounds in petrifactions of 
var ous kinds. It is no uncommon sight 
to SCO trees three feet iu diameter and 
fifty feet long petrified and often cryatiil- 
lizcd The crystals — rod, yellow, black 
or whiff — are often very beautiful, and 
would make handsome omamouis for 
eastern -jarlors. The petrilied forest on 
Rhododendron creek, iu Arizona, has 
been writttin about so much that manv 
have the mistaken idea that all tho petri- 
factions are contained in this forest. 
Petrified trees aroiound for 3S0 miles eait 
of Sunset, .A.rizun& 

Maj. Stevenson, of tho United States 

geological survey, has done gOOd work 
ore for the iJast two years in developing 
tho hlstm v of tho Pueblo Indians. Uo 
has just snipped five car-loads of pottery, 
blankets, weapons, agricultural imple- 
ments, etc., etc., illustrative of tho man- 
ners, custoni-s, and general civilization of 
these people, but this work does not loll 
us of the people who swarmed over this 
country before tho time of tho i'uobloa, 
who do not number over 17,000, while 
the former jicople must have numlnjred 
hundreds of thousands, and wore proba- 
bly identical with tho mound-builders of 
the western prairies and the cave-dwollors 
of -Arizona
